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terrestrial  and  aquatic  life  and  habitats  - The  Bitterroot  River  lies  immediately  to  the 
east  of  the  proposed  development.  Whitetail  deer  inhabit  the  river  bottom  area. 
Activities  connected  with  si±)di vision  would  have  seme  disturbing  effect  on  the  deer, 
according  to  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Department. 


7\ESTHETICS  - As  with  any  subdivision  proposed  in  an  undeveloped  area,  it  wciiLd  have  an 
inpact  on  the  landscape. 


HISTORICAL  AND  ARCHAEOIGGICAL  SITES  - There  are  no  known  historical  or  archaeological 
sites.  Hewever,  an  intensive  on-site  study  has  not  been  made  to  date. 


LOCAL  AND  STATE  TAX  BASE  AND  TAX  REVENUE  - The  entire  100+  acres  is  currently  classed 
as  agricultural  land  for  tax  purposes  and  1977  taxes  were  $ .90  per  acre  or  $90  more 
or  less. 

After  reclassification  as  subdivided  land,  the  estimated  annual  tax  revenue  would  be 
$29.50  per  one  acre  lot  or  a total  of  approximately  $1,900,  according  to  the  Silverbow 
Meadows  Environmental  Assessment. 


AGRICULTURAL  OR  INDUSTRIAL  PRODUCTION  - The  majority  of  the  property  consists  of 
irrigated  pasture  and  this  would  be  lost  to  production  if  the  subdivision  were  developed. 
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
